Bu t at 
U N. headqu arters a sou rce close 
to Secretary General Dag Ham­ 
marskjö ld t« med the Egyptian 
action regrettable. 
The Israeli newspaper, Jeru sal­ 
em Post, said thw Gaza situ atioo 
was ‘‘more than r problem—it is 
a veritable time bomb.” It com­ 
mented that if a “joint U.N.- 
Egyptism ru le is to exist for an 
interim period UNEF will also be 
jointly responsible for any attacks 
made against Israel from the 
area.”

Co nflicts May 
Defeat New

WASHLNGTON UPi - Political

likely today to defeat proposed 
new farm aid for the su rplu s- 
glu tted corn belt. 
After fou r days of fru itless dick 
ering among farm leaders seek­ 
ing to compromise partisan dif 
ferences, the

resu mption late in the day of de­ 
bate on corn legislation where it 
left off last Thu rsday. 
Before calling u p the farm bill, 
however, leaders planned to dis­ 
pose of other bu siness. Final farm 
action, therefore, probably will be 
postponed u ntil tomorrow. 
The split in the Hou se f a r m 
bloc was u nprecedented in recent 
times. 
On the one side were Repu bli­ 
cans, mostly northerners, stand­ 
ing pat for limited aid to corn 
produ cing areas. On the other 
were Democrats, 
mostly sou th­ 
erners, seeking to extend su bsi­ 
dies to sou thern and most other 
feed grain produ cers as well as 
Midwest corn farmers. 
And on the sidelines were city 
members, who appeared likely to 
have the decisive vote. 
In advance of resu mption of 
debate, farm leaders among the 
Democrats conceded the probabil­ 
ity of defeat of any legislation 
with farm forces so deeply di­ 
vided. 
Rep. Poage (D • Tex), acting 
chairman of the agricu ltu re com­ 
mittee, said he saw no chance of 
passing any bill which called for 
new spending over the limits 
presently au thorized in the $1,200,- 
000,000 soil bank. 
Repu blicans were holding ou t 
for limited legislation to meet the

o fficials, may o rs, co unty co urts, sheriffs and lo cal welfare 
o fficials. He to ld them to act at o nce, then re-inspect the 
mo re than 7 0 0 nursing ho mes as so o n as a new state fire 
safety co de reached them in the nex t 4 8 ho urs. 
The governor acted even before 
approving a bill giving the state 
Health Division Broad new regu ­ 
larity powers over nu rsing homes. 
It passed the hou se yesterday 
and is now ready for the gover­ 
nor’s signatu re as soon as clerical 
details are completed. 
An Inspection of the nnnlng 
homes in Sedalia has already 
heen ordered by Mayor Jnllan 
H. Bagby, according to Inform­ 
ation received from his office 
this morning. There are nlxHit 
14 in the city limits. 
The City’s sanitation dRflcer, 
fire chief and electrical Inspec­ 
tor were instru cted to inspect 
each home in prepnrathMi for 
the state inspection. 
Blair said he thou ght, the local 
officials cou ld spot u nsafe condi­ 
tions like trash piles, broken stair­ 
ways* and so on even withou t tho 
new fire safety code. Later, ho 
said, statjo insp^ors will go 
o vw 
the same grou nd to make su ro 
the new safety ru les are being f<4- 
lowed. 
I want to pu t these people <m 
notice,” Blair told newsmen. 
Here is tbe text of the telegram 
going ou t today: 
“An emergency exists in ou r 
state in respect to the safety of 
those old people now living in 
nu rsing hwnes within you r ju ria* 
diction and to do you r u tmost to 
cwrect u nsafe conditions. A new 
safety code for nu rsing homes ap­ 
proved by me will be sent to yos 
within 46 hou rs. 
“I fu rther direct that you re- 
check all <rf you r inspections 
against this code. You r immediate 
inspections cou ld save many lives. 
“Ou r du ty is to make certain 
that the tragedies of Pu xico, Hilla- 
boro and Warrenton will not hap­ 
pen again.” 
The governor said he wou ld pay 
for the telegrams from his own 
office fu nds if necessary. 
Meanwhile he is ready to sign 
the new nu rsing home bill as soon 
as it reaches him. That will be 
the signal to pu t into effect a new 
nu rsing home setu p in the Health 
Division and the strict new fire 
safety standards to be mailed to 
home operators and local officials 
as soon as they are printed. 
At the same time a Senate su b­ 
committee started work cm the 
governor’s bOl to set u p a new 
State Division of Safety and Fir# 
Prevention. Sen. J. F. Patterson

o f the sick is requiring mo re and mo re 
nursing serv ice. 
Yo ung wo men meditating abo ut what 


careers to fo llo w as they leav e hig h 
scho o l mig ht well co nsider there is a 
big field o pen in the co untry ’s nursing 
serv ice. Mo st nurses to day hav e to take 
the fiv e y ear co urse required by first- 
class ho spitals. That means a co lleg e de­ 
g ree as well as a nursing diplo ma. The 
intellectual preparatio n required fo r the 
nurses is g reater than it was a g eneratio n 
ag o . The result is many o f the g raduate 
nurses g o in fo r teaching , superv isio n 
and ex ecutiv e wo rk. 
Co nsequently the supply o f bedside 
nurses and do cto rs’ assistants has no t 
increased as much as the need has in­ 
creased and a patient o ften canno t g et 
a nurse ev en if he can affo rd to pay fo r 
o ne. 
There is still g reat need fo r the train­ 
ed nurse who kno ws ho w and is willing 
to take care o f a sick perso n. 


Th e Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d 
White Ho use Co o ls Off On Len Hall

WASHINGTON — It was no accident th at th e 
conservative leaders of th e Grand Old Party 
gave a reception for Ex-Ch airman Len Hall in 
th e Senate Caucus Room wh ere it would get as 
much publicity as possible. 
It was probably also no accident th at President 
Eisenh ower th at same morning kissed off a press 
conference query with a laconic comment th at 
if “i suitable post” became available for Len 
HaU. *T h ave no doubt h is name would occur 
to me.” 
Th e timing was SK^cidental, but not Ike's cal­ 
culated reply. 
For some time, GOP leaders h ave been reach ­ 
ing a slow boil over th e treatment given th e 
man wh o, more th an any oth er, first maneuvered 
Eisenho wer into running again, kept th e Eisen- 
h ower-Nixon ticket intact, and piloted it th rough 
th e ’56 campai^. It was Hall, wh o, after Eisen­ 
h ower was stricken in Denver, met th e press 
and, with out th e faintest idea th e President 
weo kl ever recover, boldly told newsmen th ere 
wo uld be no ch ange, Ike would run. 
Hall h as confessed privately th at h e was trav- 
riing <m sh eer nerve. He knew Mamie was dead 
<H>posed. He knew broth er Milton was opposed. 
But gradually h e built up a self-confidence in 
Eisenh ower and a feeling th at it was only natural 
for a man with a h eart attack to run for 
President. 
Senators Knowland (Calif.) and Bridges (N.H.) 
with Ex-Speaker Joe Martin (Mass.), remember­ 
ing th is, h ave seen four month s go by since th e 
election with no job gesture for Len Hall. Th at’s 
one reason th ey organized th e gala party and 
invited Ike to be th ere. 
Ike’s Co ld Feet 
Wh at cooled th e Wh ite House on Hall after 
November 8 was th at th e boys around Ike began 
to take a good look at testimony before th e House 
Government Operations committee regarding 
Len’s influencing of government contracts. Th e 
Democrats were unable to get th e press and 
public to pay much attention to th is in ’56. But 
the House Government Operations committee 
has begun to reinvestigate th e sworn testimony 
that Hall h eld up a contract for th e government’s 
Nicaro Nickel plant in Cuba until officials of th e 
FredMick H. Snare Co. contributed $7,000 to th e 
Republican party . 
Tbia is against th e law. Hall was asked to 
testify by Congressman Jack Brooks of Texas, 
but so far h aa been about as busy as Dave Beck 
— tho ug h not ao absent. 
(hi to p (rf th is, th e Wh ite House learned th at 
Hall’a broth er-in-law, C. Malcolm Dowsye, h ad 
been indicted in Potsdam, N. Y., on a ch arge 
o f inrgery. Allegedly h e forged h is wife’s- name 
to a $2,500 mortgage and a $2,500 bond. Th is does 
no t reflect on Hall. But with guilt-by-association 
hav ing been made popular by Nixon and Mc- 
(^arth y, it’s feared th e Democrats may make th e 
mo st o f it. 
All th is was beh ind Ike’s press conference re­ 
ply: *‘I h ave no doubt h is name would occur 
to me.’* 
Th ose unresponsive words, carried immediate­ 
ly by press and th e political grapevine to Capitol 
Hill, raised th e h ackles still furth er on GOP 
necks. Warned of th is reaction, th e President 
went all out to praise Hall in a statement at 
the Congressional reception. But significantly, 
he boosted Len for Governor of New York, not 
for a job inside h is own administration. 
Czar Reward Smith 
Sh rewd, courtly Congressman Howard Smith , 
wh o represents George Wash ington’s h ome town 
just across th e Potomac River, h as proposed a 
neat little bill th at is going to make veterans 
h owl to h igh h eaven. 
Th e bill, called H. Res. 159, looks h armless 
enough on th e surface. But it would make Smith 
even more of a Czar th an h e is today. Today, 
as ch airman of th e Rules committee, h e ranks 
almost next to Speaker Sam Rayburn as th e 
most potent figure in Congress. His committee 
can decide wh at bills sh ould be push ed before 
Congress, wh at bills sh ould be bypassed.

Waterloo migh t h ave h ml an 
entirely different ending if Napoleon h ad enjoyed 
the benefit o i walkie-talkies. 


But th ere are certain types of legislation, cer­ 
tain committees wh ich don’t h ave to go th rough 
Smith . Th e ch airmen of th ese committees can 
bypass h im, go direct to th e full Congress. So 
Smith now proposes ending th eir power, th ereby 
increasing h is power. 
He would cut off th e power of Ch airman Olin 
Teague (Texas), of th e Veterans committee, to 
take veterans’ pension problems to th e full Con­ 
gress. Th is would permit Smith to bottle up pen­ 
sion bills. Smith would also curtail th e power 
of Ch airman Ch arles Buckley (New York) of th e 
Public Works committee to take rivers and h ar­ 
bors appropriations direct to th e h ouse. He would 
also curtail th e righ t of Clair Engle (Calif.), 
ch airman of th e Interior committee, to take 
Hawaiian and Alaskan stateh ood to th e full Con­ 
gress, plus certain oth er bills dealing with public 
lands. 
Th is gets down to th e inside reason for Smith ’s 
sleeper resolution. He h eads a bloc of south ern 
Democrats determined to stop stateh ood. ITiey 
don’t want to increase th e margin of Nortliern 
Liberals in th e House, and are fearful tliat new 
Alaskan and Hawaiian Congressmen would so do. 
Th at’s th e reason for Smith ’s bill to curtail th e 
power of various committees. 


Need Measuring Stick 


Maybe th ere sh ould be a political bureau of 
standards, an outfit establish ed to fix impartial 
measures of performance in vital fields of gov­ 
ernment. 
Th e Agriculture Department says th at in 1956 
U.S. farmers’ income went up 4 per cent over 
1955. Th is result was attained by computing wh at 
money farmers h ad left from products sold and 
consumed after paying production expenses. 
But th e government’s critics, including opposi­ 
tion party men, say th is isn’t th e righ t way to 
figure farm income. Th ey would do it by gauging 
th e net value of actual output for th e year. By 
th at system, farmers would sh ow an income loss 
of sligh tly less th an 1 per cent for 1956, 
Anyone can, of course, take h is ch oice between 
th ese two approach es, depending on h is political 
sentiments or h is convictions as to th eir merits. 
But th e real th ii^ is th at th ere ^Kmld not 
h ave to be such a ch oice in a matter so funda­ 
mentally factual as farm income. Th ere sh ould 
be a standard measure automatically acceptable 
to all, of wh atever political persuasion. 
Th is same fiscal fogginess often affects judg­ 
ments of budget operations, to th e point wh ere 
one side says th ere’s a deficit and th e oth er de­ 
clares a surplus. 
Voters cannot easily judge th e performance of 
th eir public servants if th ere is no agreement 
on th e basic terms of measurement.

Ch ief aim 
of th e program is to reduce th e 
crop surplus 
w i t h o u t breaking 
farmers. Secondary aim is restora­ 
tion of overworked land. 
'Th ere’s no top limit on th e pay­ 
ment th at any one farm may re­ 
ceive. Th at just doesn't seem righ t 
to Senator Joh n Williams (R-Dcl.), 
wh o is campaigning for a ceiling 
on payments. 
To buttre.s.s h is arguments, Wil­ 
liams and Senator Stuart Syming­ 
ton (D-Mo.) recently asked th e Ag­ 
riculture Department to list farm 
operators wh o got more th an $25,- 
000 under th e program last year. 
According to th e figures given 
Williams by th e Agriculture De­ 
partment, th e leading beneficiary 
of th e program h as been th e Gar­ 
vey Farms of Colby, Kan.sas. It re­ 
ceived at least $61,354 in 1956. 
Bluntly put, th at indica.es th e 
government is paying th e Garvey 
operatioq over $60,000 to 
ke e p 
about 10,000 acres of land idle. 
Here’s h ow it figures: No more 
th an h alf th e acreage allotment for 
wh eat—-and th at’s th e crop in Kan­ 
sas—goes under th e soil bank pro­ 
gram, Drough t wh eat land under 
th e program is worth $6 per acre. 
Th at mean.s Garvey Farm.s must 
h ave 10,000 acres idle. It also 
means Garvey must be a ^,000 
acre operation at a minimum. 
It may be larger. And it may 
h ave received additional payments. 
Th e Department collect^ its fig­ 
ures on a county basis. Only opera­ 
tions receiving nvore th an $10.000 
in a county were tabulated. Th us 
an operator wh o h ad parcels in 
various counties, each parcel re­ 
ceiving a little less th an $10,000, 
wouldn’t sh ow up in th e Depart­ 
ment’s study. 
Senator Williams wants to pursue 
th is question of payments all down 
th e line. For example, h e wants to 
know wh at Garvey Farms got un­ 
der th e price support program. 
(If Garvey produced a crop on th e 
10,000 acres not under th e soil bank 
program, it could h ave received 
government ch ecks totaling well 
over $1.50,000. But th e dr o u g h t 
could h ave killed any crop on th e 
oth er 10,000 acres.) 
Th e question of putting a ceiling 
on soil bank benefits is controvcr-

Practically every teen-ager in 
the country agree* with Congress 
that the death penalty 
is justified 
fo r anyone caught selling narcotics 
to children under 18. 
The D«fW law, signed by President 
Eisenhower last July, was intro- 
duced fey former U. S. Sen. Price 
Daniel » D-Tex.), then chairman of 
the Senate Narcotics Investigating 
Committee and now governor of 
Tex as. 
It permits juries to recommend! 
the death penalty for persons con-j 
vicied of selling or giving heroin 
— the most deadly of all narcotics 
— to children under 1« and dras- 
tleaUy increases penalties for other 
narcotics violation*. 
The death penalty is not manda­ 
tory under the Daniel law — but 
if teen-agers had their way it 
would be. 
“ Dope peddlers should get the 
chair,” a.sserted one 16 - year - old 
high school junior who took part 
in our nationwide survey of teen- 
aged attitudes toward the narcotics 
problem. 
His feelings were echoed by 99 
per cent (rf the girU and 96 per cent 
o f the boy* interviewed. Seldom 
hat any question presented by our 
researchers evoked such a unanim­ 
ity of opinion from this country’s 
younger set. This general agree­ 
ment among today’s young people 
— who will be tomorrow’s jurors— 
00 the fairness of the maximum 
sentence should cause dope push­ 
ers to think twice before offering 
their ^ares to the ycHinger gener­ 
ation. 
Teen-agers are in vehement 
agreement with Gov. Daniel that 
“nMCotics smugglers and peddlers 
■re selling murder, rape and rob­ 
bery.” 
' 
As a Chicago yputii jxit it. “any 
eomipter of young people under­ 
mines the next generation. If they 
are permitted to 
off easy there 
wmi’t be any need for hydrogen 
tmnbs to wipe us out — we’ll have 
dmie it to ourselves.” 
Contrary to what you may think, 
teen-agers are n(A the main target 
of dope peddlers. Although 
1956 
Agures are still incomplete, the 
Federal Narcotics Bureau reports 
that preliminary tabulations “riiow 
that teen-aged addiction ta under­ 


going a gradual, progressive de­ 
cline. The highest brack et for ad­ 
diction still remains in the 21-30 
age groit*.” 
And while most youngsters were 
cognizant of the terrifying fact that 
dope torments the b^ y, enslaves 
the will and cripples the intellect, 
they regzurded the problem as rela­ 
tively remote from their own set. 
Only 26 per cent of the boys and 
19 per cent of the girls — almost 
all of thOTi in large cities—tbou ^ 
it was a dangerous problem to 
youth at the moment. 
“ But,” warned a 16-year-old St. 
Louis boy, “the dope rack et has to 
be publicized not because of how 
prevalent it is but because of how 
widespread it can become if not 
checked,” 
And it is interesting to note that 
today’s young people, while nearly 
unanimous on the death penalty 
for peddlers and pushers, would be 
considerably more lenient 
w i t h 
their contemporaries who are found 
out to be addicts. 
In fact, most teen-agers taking 
part in this survey regarded a 
young dope addict as a candidate 
for both reform school and hospital. 
In the questionnaire we asked 
these youngsters to check whether 
a young addict should be sent to 
reform school, a hospital, turned 
over to his parents or private doc­ 
tor. or to suggest an alternative. 
It is apparent from the answer 
tabulations that most teen - agers 
who checked reform school also 
checked hospital, indicating that 
both punishment and treatment 
were needed. 


In all, about 75 per cent of the 
boys and 7 6 per cent of the girls 
favored this double remedy. Only 
14 per cent of the boy* and 12 per 
cent of the girls would turn 
a 
young narcotics victim over to his 
parents or private physician. And 
about 10 per cent of both boys and 
girls suggested reform school with­ 
out hospital treatment or hospital 
treatment without reform school.

“Suez” is the first of 208 fea­ 
tures .VTA acquired from 20th 
Century-Fox.

“I^ave Her to Heaven.” NTA 
then obtained two national .spon­ 
sors for its 9 0-minute weekly fea­ 
tures. The package—feature and 
commercials—was sold to the 129 
NTA network members. 
Feature movies on television 
have become big entertainment 
and big business in the past three 
years. When NTA first began ac­ 
quiring the films of J. Arthur 
Rank and David 0. Selznik for 
TV it was paying $10,090 a fea­ 
ture. Today it’s paying as high as 
$ 110,000. 
The TV networks frankly fear 
the competition of an organization 
like NTA. But Landau views it 
otherwise.

Admiral By rd 
Dies in Sleep 
At Age of 6 8 


BOSTON (J') -- RearAdm. Rich­ 
ard E. By rd, 6 8 , noted ex plorer 
who headed two arctic and fiv e 
antarctic ex peditions, died in his 
sleep at his home last night. 
His doctors said he died of a 
heart ailment brought on by ov er­ 
work. 
He was the ov er-all head of 
N a v y ’ s huge Operation Deep 
Freeze in Antarctica in this In­ 
ternational Geophy sical Year, but 
his failing heart kept him from 
assuming on-the-spot superv ision. 
His wife and four children were 
at his bedside when he passed 
away at 6 :20 p.m. at his home at 
the foot of Beacon Hill. 
By rd was the first man to fly 
ov er both the North and South 
poles and held numerous decora­ 
tions, including the Medal of Hon­ 
or, for his ex plorations. 
He 
is 
credited 
with 
charting 
some two million square miles of 
the earth’s surface prev iously un­ 
seen by man. No one has ev er 
equaled that feat. He laid the 
basis for possible A m e r i c a n 
claims to a third of Antarctica. 
Once By rd estimated his nose 
had been nipped by frost some 200 
times. His face bore many tiny 
freezing marks. 
After his graduation from the 
Nav al Academy in 19 12, a leg in- 
ury forced him into early retire­ 
ment, but he came back to serv e 
in World Wars I and II, pioneer 
in nav al av iation and command 
the first multiengine plane to fly 
the Atlantic continent to continent 
nonstop. 
He was commissioned a rear 
admiral at the age of 41, y oungest 
of that rank at the time. 
His last trip to the South Pole 
was in late 19 55 and early 19 56 . 
On a 1947 ex pedition to Antarti- 
ca, By rd found that food left 10 
y ears earlier in his Little America 
camp was perfectly preserv ed. 
Thds led him to suggest that the 
antarctic could serv e as a v ast 
natural refrigerator to store crops 
in bumper y ears. 
“ The world would nev er hav e 
another famine,” he said at the 
time. 
“ Surplus 
food 
couM 
be 
stored away in the polar ice as 
insurance against lean production 
y ears.” 
During hig 19 34-35 antarctic ex 
pedition, he isolated himself for 


about six months In a tiny hut 8 2 
miles from the base of operations 
to conduct meteorological obser­ 
v ations. 
Fumes made him desperately 
ill, but he refrained from sum­ 
moning help lest the life of some­ 
one else be endangered in a res­ 
cue attempt. 
By rd narrowly escaped death on 
another, now forgotten occasion. 
It was in 19 21 in England, where 
he had gone to assist in nav igating 
to the United States the dirigible 
ZR-2, 
just purchased from the 
British gov ernment. 
He missed a train and arriv ed 
too late for the test flight. The 
dirigible ex ploded ov er the Hum­ 
ber Riv er, killing 42 of its 46 oc­ 
cupants. 
By rd first flew to the North Pole 
in 19 26 and to the South Pole in 
19 29 . 
His second flight to the South 
Pole was in 19 47. After his fourth 
flight to the antarctic, he report­ 
ed: 
“ There’s an awful lot of coal 
down there and no one knows 
what other resources may lie hid­ 
den under the ice.” 
During World War II, By rd ex ­ 
plored the Southeast Pacific for 
possible sites for airstrips. 
The crowning point of his career 
came when President Eisenhower
